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An Interesting flanuscrlpt. 

In 1822, Alexander Campbell, 
ancestor of the Campbells of High¬ 
land County, returned from a stay 
jf three years in Howard County, 

Missouri, to his old home near 
head of Jackson's River, then Pen- 
lleton County, Va. The property 
s now owned by George Dudley, 
lie wife, Margnret Brown, of Au¬ 
gusta County, died on.the journey 
oack while passing thro Indiana.' 
fames Cainpliell, one of the aons, 
k. - j >t a diary of their journey, and 
* escribes very minutely the de¬ 
tails of each day’s progress. 

August 10, 1822,. the party cross¬ 
ed Locust Creek on a "rotten, cra¬ 
zy bridge,” and camped a mile be¬ 
yond Jordan’s, near which was a 
camp-meeting going on, which 
the party attended. "There waa a 
large crowd arid much stir among 
the people.” y - 

August 11th, Sunday morning, 
up very early and started, but not 
before a large company of people 
from the camp-meeting had gath-, 
eiod to bee the tame’ elk that was 
brought from Missouri. Upon 
pnssiug Major Poage’s, he came 
out and went with the party about 
a mile to hear the news from Mis¬ 
souri. They came to Cackley’s, 
and failed to get grain, and then 
went on to the forks of the road, 
where t hey camped, and succeeded 
in getting some sheaf-oats from 
William Cackley. 

Tnence they passed up Beaver 
Creek, camped at . Cumining’s, 
thence past Bradshaw’s, (Hunters¬ 
ville), up through the gap, "which 
was very roe’ey,” and camped at 
the “Lockridge place.” Thence to 
John Moore’s and camped. The 
next day passed Levi Moore’s, fed 
at “The Cabins,” and in the even¬ 
ing reached Back Crpek. "Here 
every thing looked familiar.” Kind 
friends hud heard of their homer 
coming, nud had swept and gar. 
nished the premises, and welcom¬ 
ed their old neighbors back again. 
All this was very consoling to the 
father and his motherless sons, af¬ 
ter the wearisome joilmey and the 
sad vicissitudes of tfie past three 
years. 

With a covered wagon and seven 
horses and a tame elk, Mr Garnp- 
l>ell, eight s* i)B. and two or three 
other persons, traveled a thousand 
miles. They ferried the deep riv- 
•ersMuul steep hills to climb, rug¬ 
ged roads to puss over, and spent 
most of the nightt camping by the 
wayside. All the particulars are 
graphically recorded in tho diary 
kept by James, the e’dest son.then 
a youth about twenty years of age.

In addition to the assignment, 
Mr Bradshaw confessed judgment 
for $3,000 in favor of his wife, that 
being the amount which she had 
put into his business. Mrs Brad¬ 
shaw’ was a Miss Wnmsley, of Ran¬ 
dolph, - • 

Anyone who knows the genial 
Highland speculator will be sorry 
to hear of his misfortunes, He 
was one of the most progressive of 
men, and has dona much for the 
co unty of H ighland. His estab¬ 
lishing a store at the boom town 
nf Buekhaunon some years ago 
doubtless had much to do with the 
present shortage, , 

He has suffered losses In other 
and less important ventures. One 
of his first reverses was some ten 
yours ago, when he was security 
for a contractor to build the road 
from Warm Springs to the Poca¬ 
hontas County line. The contrac¬ 
tor threw up the job, and he hath 
to fiuish it at a very considerable 
loss, 

There is no doubt that in his 

business career Mr Bradshaw was 

the busiest man in Highland Co. 
He enjoyed the distinction of be- 
ing merchant, farmer, road con¬ 
tractor, hotel keej>er, cattle dealer, 
mni] contractor, owner of hack- 
lines, guardian, and receiver, and 
it is quite possible that it is a case 
of too manv irons in the fire.

BIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 

Mr William Edmiston, in whose 
memory this biographic paper has 
been prepored, was one of the ear¬ 
ly settlers of the lower Levels. He 
seems to have been bom and rear¬

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BIOGRAPHIC NOTES.

Andrew Edmlston_One of the 

Remarkable Pioneer Citizens 
of Pocahontas County. 

Andrew Edmiston,. Esq., late of 
the Lower Levels, is the subject 
of these notes making up this bio¬ 
graphic paper. His wife was Ma¬ 
ry (Polly) Gillilanr daughter of 
James Gilhlan, near Falling Spring 
upper Greenbrier County. Early 
in the century Mr Edmiston set¬ 
tled near Locust on the farm now 
owned! by George Callison, Esq. 

James Gillilau, when far advanc¬ 
ed in yearB, married Mrs Edmiston 
the mother of Andrew Edmiston, 
anl thus became his step-father as 
well as father-in-law. a relation¬ 
ship so unique as to challenge a 
parallel in the history of Pocahon¬ 
tas intermarriages. 

Mr and Mrs Andrew Edmiston 
were the parents of five sons and 
four daughters. Lfydiu. Jane, Mar¬ 
tha, and Mary were their daugh¬ 
ters; the sons were Mathew, James, 
George, Andrew Jackson, and Wil¬ 
liam. 

Lydia Edmiston was married to 
Mr Richard McNeel, n grandson 
of John McNeel, the original set¬ 
tler of the Upper Level.*, aud lived 
near Mill Point on the place now 
held by the Hon. W. T. Beard, 
whose wife, Mrs Mary Beard, is 
her only surviving child. C. E. 
Beard and «Lee Beard are her 
grandsons. 

June Edmiston became Mrs 
Abram Jordan, mentioned else¬ 
where ns having gone West. So 
far ns known to the writer she is 
now living in Kansas with her 
daughter Mrs William Renick. 

Martha Edmiston married Frank¬ 
lin Jordan and settled in Missouri, 
where she died leaving no surviv¬ 
ing children. 

Mary Edmiston was nn invalid 
nil of her life, and never married. 
She went with her brother George 
to Kansas. 

Mathew Edmiston married M ss 
Minerva Bland, in Weston, WeBt 
Virginia, and settled there. His 
name appears in the history of our 
State as one of the most distin¬ 
guished of our native born public 
characters. In V. A. Lewis* His¬ 
tory and Government of West Vir¬ 
ginia mention is made of this dis¬ 
tinguished man ns follows: 

“Judge Edmiston was born Sep¬ 
tember 9, 1814, at Little Levels, 
Pocahontas County, now West Vir¬ 
ginia, where after receiving a com¬ 
mon school education he was ad¬ 
mitted to the bar in 1835. Four 
years after he removed to Lewis 
County, which later lie represent¬ 
ed in both branches of the General 
Assembly of Virginia. In 1852 he 
was chosen a judge of the circuit 
court, in which position he contin¬ 
ued until I860.. He was elected to 
a seat iu the Constitutional Con¬ 
vention of 1872, but because of ill- 
health did not qualify. He was 
appointed a judge of the Supreme 
Court of Appeals in 1886, but one 
year before his death. Judge Ed¬ 
miston died June 29, 1887, at his 
home in Weston, Lewis county, v

James Edmiston married Miss 
Mary Hill, daughter of Thomas 
Hill, near Hillsboro, a son of Rich¬ 
ard Hill, the pioneeer. He lived a 
number of years near Mill Point, 
on the farm now held by C. Edgar 
Beard. Mr Edmiston was a mem¬ 
ber of the Pocahontas Court and 
for years was prominent in county 
affairs. He went West late in life.

Jr. He was the eldest son of Jas. i 
Wangh, the 8cotch-Irish emigrant , 
who waa among the first to open 
land and bnild a home in “The i 
Hills." In these memoirs he will 
be spoken of as James Wangh the j 
second. Early in life he married 
Rebecca McGuire, from Pennsyl¬ 
vania whose name indicates 8cotch 
ancestry, and settled on the Green- | 
brier where James Waugh the 3d 
recently lived, now occupied by 
Rudolph Wangh. In reference to 
the sons and daughters we learn 
that Rachel Waugh was married 
to Frederick Fleming. 

Nancy Waugh became Mrs Abra¬ 
ham Griffin, and lived many years 
on Buckley Mountain, a few miles 
east of Buckeye. Mrs Claiborne 
McNeil, near Buckeye, is his dau¬ 
ghter. 

Elisabeth Waugh wbb married 
to Jphn Ralliffe, and lived on Clo¬ 
ver Creek. 

Jacob Waugh married Mary 
Brown, daughter of Josiah Brown, 
near the Iudfiiu Draft, and spent 
the most of his married life in Up¬ 
shur County.. They were the pa¬ 
rents of fifteen children. Only five 
however lived to be grown. . 

Jacob Waugh was a local Meth¬ 
odist minister of prominence. He 
was a very tine pensman, and be¬ 
came Clerk of the Upshur County' 
Court and occupied that responsi¬ 
ble position for many years, and 
will be remembered as one of the 
best citizens in the history of Up¬ 
shur county affairs. 

James Waugh, the third of that 
name in this genealogy, married 
Sally Cochran, daughter of John 
Cochran, eldest Bon of Thomas 
Cochran, the progenitor of the 
Cochran relationship in Pocahon¬ 
tas county. He settled on the 
Greenbrier at the old homestead. 
His second wife was Hanna Lamb, 
from Highland county. In the 
sketch of Pocahontas County giv¬ 
en in Hardesty’s Encyclopedia the 
reader will find biogmphie details 
of James Waugh's personal histo-

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One buoclred years ago one of 
tie most widely known citizens in 
the region now embraced by Po¬ 
cahontas and Bath counties wrb 
Levi Mot re, senior, a native of 
Wales. He was the pioneer of 
Frost, and came there some time 
previous to the Revolution,' and 
was among the first to make a per¬ 
manent settlement. The lands he 
settled now owned by the Gibsons, 
Sharps, and others. His wife was 
Susannah Crist, and he first set¬ 
tled in Pennsylvania where be liv¬ 
ed until his family, two sons and 
two daughters, were born, and the 
older ouos nearly grown. 

Hannah Moore was married to 
Robert Gay,’ the ancestor of the 
Gay relationship, so frequently al¬ 
luded to in previous papers. 

From Mrs John Simmons and 
Mrs' Mary Jane Moore we learn, the 
following particulars. 

Sally Moore became Mrs John 
Smith, one of the first permanent 
settlers of the Edray dislrict near 
the head of Stony Creek, of whom 
special mention hos been made. 

George Moore was at the nota¬ 
ble double wedding wheD Jacob 
Slaven and Miss Elunor Lock ridge 
John McNeel and Miss Harriet 
Lockridge were married nenr Dns- 
col. The tradition is that a prac¬ 
tical jolce was played by one Janies 
Brindly, at which the horse took 
fright, ran off. uiid the rider’s head 
struck a projecting fence-stake and 
waftiustautly killed. Geo. Moore 
lived a while on the laud now held 
by Abram Sharp, Esq., but sold to 
John Sharp and went to Kentucky. 
He was back on a visit when his 
sudden death occurred os just men¬ 
tioned. 

Levi Moore, junior, was a per¬ 
son of marked prominence in coun¬ 
ty affairs. In person he was six 
feet eleven inches in height, and 
well proportioned. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the Virginia legislature and 
wos on the commissiou to locate 
the court-house, and selected a site 
near where George Baxter, county 
surveyor, now lives. His first mar¬ 
riage was with Mis9 Nancy Sharp, 
daughter of William Sharp, the 
Huntersville pioueer, and lived on 
the Moore homestead. In refer-

ence to their children the follow¬ 
ing items are recorded. 

Rebecca Moore was married to 
Leonard Irvine, on Back Creek, 
nnd lived at the Brick House where 
the road to Frost leaves the Back 
Creek road. Levi Irvine waB kill¬ 
ed in an accident; Lizzie Irvine 
was married to Henry Coffee, of 
Augusta county; Cornelia Irvine 
was married to William Gardner, 
and settled in Webster county. 
Milton Irvine married Kate Mc¬ 
Carty. daughter of George McCar¬ 
ty, nnd settled on Little Back 
Creek; Susannah Irvine was mar¬ 
ried to Cyrus Kelley, on Little 
Creek; nnd there is a son, Herron 
Irvine. 

Margaret Moore wus married to 
Eli McCarty, aud lived neac Lau¬ 
rel Run. Her daughter Margaret 
McCarty married the late John 
Simmons, nnd lived on the home¬ 
stead. Her brother Paul died in 
the West., 

Martha Moore, another daugh¬ 
ter of Hon Levi Moore, junior, was 
married to the late Rev John 
Waugh, of Indian Draft. Her 
children were Levi, Beverly, John. 
Samuel, Miriam, Ann, nnd Eve¬ 
line. Joseph B. McNeel, on Bucks 
Run; Rev John W. McNeel, a 
minister of the Baltimore Confer¬ 
ence, now in charge of the Crab- 
bottom circuit; and Mrs Willlinm 
Duucau, near Buckeye, are her 
grand-children. 

Andrew Moore married Rebec- 
ca Waugh, daughter of Samuel 
Waugh, in The Hills, and settled 
on Knapps Creek; thence moved 
to head of Stony Creek, and final¬ 
ly located In Jackson county. He 
wos noted for his skill in forcast- 
ing the seasons and weather. 

Levi Moore, the third, went to 
Nebraska, where it is reported he 
amassed an Immense fortune in 
the fur trade. Having no family 
of his own, he adopted bis nephew 
John Moore, one of Andrew's sons.

Sharp, son of James Sharp, on 
Thorny Creek, and migrated to 
Iowa. 

Susanna Crist Moore, another 
daughter, was married to Stephen 
Hadden, and also went to Iowa. 

Mrs Mary Jane Moore, the third 
daughter, makes her borne with 
her daughter, Mrs Matilda Moore, 
near Mt Zion Cbarch. 

Georgo Moore, the youngest son 
was abont as tall os his father. He 
spent Borne years in the west. He 
returned to Pocahoutas about 1841, 
and was a pupil at the first session 
taught in the {Pocahontas County 
Academy. atfHiUsboro, in 1842. 
The Rev Joseph Browu was prin¬ 
cipal. He had the profession cf 
medicine in vi£w, and was studious 
to a fuult in bis efforts to qualify 
himself. Mr Brown thought his 
natural endowments were equal to 
any one he bad ever seen, and 
took much interest in the quiet 
and exemplary student so intense¬ 
ly anxious for intellectuai improve¬ 
ment. After nil his intense labor, 
the young man was seized with 
pulmonary disease, aggravated by 
his close application to books, and 
died at the home of his sister, Mrs 
Rebecca Irvine, on Back Creek, 
some time in the forties. The writ¬ 
er remembers hioi well and es¬ 
teemed him highly, and he feels 
the pathos of “The Epitaph" in 
Gray’s Elegy of a Country Church¬ 
yard. 

Levi Moore, senior, located 575 
acres of a “British survey’’ on the 
headwaters of Knapps Creek. Af¬ 
ter the Revolution new require¬ 
ments were made in order to se¬ 
cure permanent possession. It was 
to pay a requisite fee, a warrant 
would be laid, and n patent grant¬ 
ed by tbe federal government. The 
uew papers are dated 1798 and at* 
tested by Henry Grimes, Allen 
Ponge, and signed by James Mnd- 
iBon, Governor of Virginia. 

Previous to this survey George 
Poage had laid a warrant on two 
thousand acres, which would have 
included the 575 acres claimed by 
the Moores. At first the Moores 
contested for the British right, 
but when they found sucl^ was not 
valid they then availed themselves 
of the provision authorizing ex¬ 
change of warrants.

Almost every mail brings to the 
office of the State Superintendent 
letters of inquiry from the office of

Now, fellow teacher, to make a cor¬ 
rect report of your school work is 
one of your most important duties 
and there is not a blank handed 
yon but which should be properly 
filled. The Legislature has made 
ample provisions for collecting ond 
placing the State in possession of 
valuable information by furnishing 
blanks, etc., and the law most be 
enforced by all whose duty it.is to 
see that it is enforced.

the first subscriber to The Times, 
and he claims to have owned and 
used the first kerosene lamp in Po- 
cahoutns, in 1865. 

Jeremiah Friel was in the expe¬ 
dition to Point Pleasant, 1774, in 
the same company with Jacob 
Warwick. He was one of the sol¬ 
diers detailed under Jacob War¬ 
wick to provide a Bupply of meat 
for the contemplated advance on 
the Indian towns in Ohio, on the 
morning of that memorable battle, 
nnd was at work in L the slaughter- 
pens when the battle was going on. 
The hunters aud butchers were 
rallied by Jacob Warwick and 
crossed over, At this the enemy 
mysteriously ceased firing and be¬ 
gan to withdraw across the Ohio 
River, supposing that Colonel 
Christian had arrived with rein¬ 
forcements. The importance of 
that action by Jacob Warwick and 
his men need not be dwelt upon 
here. 

Jeremiah Friel and his sons 
were noted reapers. At that day 
there was co-operative harvesting. 
Squire Robert Gay’s wheat was 
usually the first to ripen. Begin¬ 
ning there, all hands ffrom James 
Bridger’s down would come hallo¬ 
ing and singing, waving their sick¬ 
les, eager to see who would cut the 
first sheaf and make the best rec¬ 
ord. Then from field to field up 
the river the harvesters would pro¬ 
gress until Bridger’s harvest was 
reaped; thence to William and 
John Sharp’s and Josiah Brown’s, 
and sometimes to Robert Mporp’s 
at Edray. Then the sickle club 
would disband with great hilarity 
for their respective homes. 

Late one evening at Friel's the 
harvesters quit without shocking 
up all that bad been reaped and 
bound. Jeremiah Friel in his most 
pleasant tones observed: “Boys, it 
is so late and you are so tired I be¬ 
lieve we will let these sheaves rest 
till morning.” But after supper 
he noticed it lightning ominously 
in thwwest and north. He roused 
up all hands out of their beds, 
provided pine torches, and away 
all went in torob-light procession 
to the field and finished up the 
shocking just before midnight. 
This harvest scene must have been 
strangely piotaresque, Before day 
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bustle and animation, the same set 
of hotel loungers who smoke and 
recount deeds of former times, the 
same shambling old negro men 
with their cabins, cabbage patcbeB, 
and pig stye?, so familiar to the 
residents farther soutlk. It was 
founded by William Lewis, one of 
the famous Lewis fnmily, and the 
first fort was called Fort Donnelly. 

It wus from here that General 
Andrew LewiB, nnd his brother 
Colonel Chnrles Lewis marched 
overland to the mouth of the Ka¬ 
nawha river with the army of Vir¬ 
ginia. cutting down the chief Corn- 
stulk and scattering his braves. It 
was only, a few miles from here 
that the famous “Greenbrier Mas¬ 
sacre” occurred. It was here that 
one of the hottest little fights of 
the war occurred, and not faraway 
the battle of Droop Mountain took 
place. It is here that the finest 
old church in both states stands— 
the Old Stone Church, built one 
hundred and one years ago by the 
Presbyterians, of that never to be 
destroyed material, blue limestone, 
and today it is bb good as if a cen¬ 
tury of time had not whirled off its 
cycles over its old stone tower.

her wings, and ye would not"; and 
in Luke xii.
